exam. By State Law your child must have completed 

all immunizations before enrollment in the program,

Child Care Admission Criteria 


1. Income - All parents must mee* title XX income 
guidelines and present proof of in- 
come (check stub, welfare statement, 
etc.) The income level is verified 
every six months. 


2. Priority - Will be given to working parents 
and those enrolled in school. 


3. Spanish Speaking - English not spoken in the 
home. Spanish speaking children will 
be placed imedlately until they make 
up 1/3 of enrollment. 


4. Residency - Day Care children must be residents 
f Newark (because the city of Newark 
provides the match Funds). Residents 
of Tri-City 12-square block area or 
within walking distance of center have 


5. Health - Each child must have a complete physical 
exam per Tri-City's CHAP standards. By 
State Law you child must have completed 
all immunizations before enrollment in 
the program.

VII parent Participation 


Parent Agreement: 


At enrollment each parent signs an agreement which 
spells out his/her responsibilittes to the child and 

the Center. At the end of each year, continued enrol Iment 
is based on the performance review carried out by staff 
and the Policy Comittee. 


VOLUNTEER participation 1s an Important way for 
parents to see how the program helps the children and to 
help the program at the same time. Working parents are 
asked to give 2 hours per week. Parents who spends 

less than full time away from home are asked to give 

six hours per week. 


FUND RAISING activities and pledges are needed to 
Provide 25% of the funds for the program. Foundation 
grants and other sources do not cover all expenses. 
Parents must help by raising at least $5,000.00 per year. 


1x Parents Right To Appeal 


The purpose of a Grievance Procedure is to make 
sure that every parent has the right to appeal to the 
highest decision making level of the organization. 


If you have a complaint and wish to have a hearing 

you can request, from the Head Teacher of the program or 
the Community Services Coordinator, the procedure for a 

hearing on the matter. 


Junk Food: 


We are trying to encourage qood eating habits with 
the children; therefore candy, soda, potato chips, etc. 
are not served or allowed in the People's center. 


Please help your child by not sending him/her with 
sweets. Also instruct guardians sent to pick up 
younger children not to enter the building with junk 
food. 


Reasons for suspension from Program: 
1. Poor attendance not due to 11Iness. 


2. Not having a complete physical check-up or 
the required immunizations. 


3. Not attending Parent Orientation, Center 
Parent meetings or Parent Conferences. 


4, Failure to maintain volunteer time obligation 
or not participating in fund Raising Activities. 


v Center Policy Committee 


The People's Center Policy Committee 1s made up 
of parents and other interested people who help make 
rules and regulations for all of the People's Center 
program: 


1. Keeps parents informed of Center happenings 
2. Participates in interviews and hiring of staff 
J. Reviews and approves annual budget 

J. Sponsors fund raising events 

5. Represents the Center at public meeting. 


The Policy committee meets at least twice per month. 
Any parent who would like to attend a meeting can get 
the date and time from the bulletin board or the Center 
office. 
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6. Ortentation - All parents are required to 
attend the two Parent Orientations 
scheduled during the year; before 
the summer program and before the 
fall program begins. If you do not 
attend ortentation, your child cannot 
be accepted into the program on the 
next program day. 


Attendance: 


We are trying to teach the children to be reliable 
and to take advantage of all opportunities to learn. 
Good attendance is the first step. 


When attendance falls below 80%, the program funds 
from the state are cut on the basis of absenteeism. 


Each parent is expected to maintain a minimum of 
80% attendance for his/her child. 


When attendance repeatedly falls below 80%, the 
Program Director will review the matter. If there 1s 
no improvement, the matter will be brought to the 
Center Policy Comittee for possible termination of 
enrollment. 


Monday thru Friday 

Day Care - 7:30 a.m. - 5:30 p. n.) Kindergarten- 
11:30 a.m. - 5:30 p.m; After School - 2:30 p.m, - 
5:30 p.m. Tri-City is open all day during Public 
School vacation. 


L. Pick-up: 


All children are to be picked up by 5:30. Children 
should not be picked up before 4:30 because they miss 
part of the learning program when they are taken home early. 


“all Parents are asked to give the Head Teacher of your 
child's program a list of three responsible people who will 
Pick your child up from the center on time. 
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11. LATE PICK UP: 

If for some emergency reason you cannot pick up 
your child on time, please call the center to make 
arrangements for a staff member to stay late with 
your child. 


An appropriate aged guardian must be 12 or older 
to pick up children under 8 years old. They should 
be instructed to enter the building alone in a quiet 
and orderly fashion so as not to disturb children 
napping or involved in educational activities. Also 
they should be reminded that no junk food is allowed 
in the center. 


u. ABSENCE DUE TO_ ILLNESS: 
When a child is sent home for illness: 
If the parent is not at home, the child is to 


remain in the center until the parent has been notified 
and comes for him/her. 


If a child is sent home from school 111, that child 
cannot be accepted back into the program without a note 
from the doctor or Tri-City's Health center. 


IV. RETURN FROM ILLNESS: 
When a child returns to school: 


1. Any child who is out of school 3-days or 625 
111 must have a doctor's note to returt 
school. A check up at the Tri- city! s CHAP 


is acceptable. 


2. If a child still appears to be 111 and ts 
brought back to school, he can be refused 
by the teacher and the parent or guardian will 
By hotitied to take the child hone. 


3. Prescription medicine will be given to your 
child, at school. Non-prescription, medications 
must be accompanied by a signed note from the 
parent detaining why the medicine 1s being 
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aiven, the dosage and time it is due. 


These procedures are necessary to protect your 
child's health and the other children he or she is 
exposed to.
